Newark, , Ohio, July 8.—S8herift
Linkelm and bis deputies are today
searching the county for the ring
leaders of the mob which last nlght
lynched Carl Etherington, a 22-yeur-
old deteetive employed by the Antl-
Saloon league. The lynchers were
not masked and o number of arrcats
wére expected Dbefore night., A
aspeclal grand jury will be called to
connlder the cases,

A revulsion of feeling has set in
toduy as a result of last nlght's dis-
graceful outbreak nnd all danger of
fyrther trouble seems past, Adju-

nt-Genaral Weybrecht, together
with Colonel Barber, of the Fourth
Ohio regiment, arrived here before
duylight but after canvassing the
